Without any 
show of conciliation, the fceling is being 
reprersed by the fear enzendered by an 
overgrown military otcupincy, while an 
over officious police system is rapidly being 
extended throughout the country; which, 
while it is insufficient to control, is quite 
sufficient to create of itself dissatisfaction 
and alarm. In addition to the spread of 
unpleasant feeling amongst the native popu- 
lation, many foreign residents are also ioud 
in expressing their feeling of disgust at 
the lengths to which interference is beiug 
earri d, and this feeling is bound to react on 
the Koreans themselves. Situated as Japan 
is in Korea, it would seem a matter of con- 
sileration to her that she should be able to ! 
depend on a large section of the peuple to 
lend her friendly aesistance in case of a 
renewal of her strife with Russia, who is 
looking on the general feeling of estrange- 
ment prevailing with auything but un- 
favourable eyes. Apparently the Japanese !

Though 
Korea has never been able to offer any 
continuous opposition to her more warlike 
and ambitious neighbours at. Loth sides, the 
patience of the people has well nigh been ex- 
hausted. Even the despised Russian peasant 
is beginning tu show that he is capable of 
resistance when the burden is made too 
heavy to bear, and the Japinese would act 
more wisely did they take measures tu gain 
the respect of the people whorn they would 
supersede.

SEISMIC PHENOMENA.

Iast May we drew atteution to the very 
remarkable series of earthquake shucks, 
which beginning aut Esmeraldas on the 
Pacific coast of Columbia close to the 
Equator, culminated on April 18th in the 
destructive earthquake that rendered Sin 
Franciscu a heap of ruins. It is one of the 
features of these seismic phenomena that 
they are distinctly periodic, usually reaching 
a maximum during the winter season in our 
northern hewisphere, and fading to a 
minimum when the earth is at its aphelion. | 
Of course exceptions occur, and it is aleo-! 
noticeable that manv, if not wost of the 
worst of these disturbances revordel in 
history, have happened during the sumer 
mouths; but in earthquakes as in: 
meteorological phenomena it is wise to reeull ; 
the doggrel warniug:—-“ Long threatened | 
long last—Short. notice svon past”. In most : 
cuses these summer shakinzs have heen 
preceded by « long series uf preliminary

empiric, in most. cases the individual 
making them not having experience 
enongh of the relation of cause and 


effect to justify his even laying claim to 
the title of empiric. The day of the 
earthquake had heen fine, in fact. like any 
Orclinarv day at the season, and the shock 
came without warning. The written 
accounts state that the shock took place at 
about eight o'clock, but here there is a 
curious, apparent at least, discrepancy. In 
China, at Siccawsi, in England, at Professor 
Milne’s private observatory. nad at Wash- 
ington the commencement of the shock was 
noted and calculiting back the distance 
travelled by the seismic wave, the tirst 
shock must have occurred about 6.46 p.m, 
on the 16th August. The records are in 
curious agreement, wud make the wave to 
have travelled at the rate of 4 miles per 
recond, or very nearly 6) kilometres. 
Shanghai is situted approximately at the 
autipodes of Valparaiso, and the commence- 
ment of the vibrations was recorded at 
7.19 p.u. Valparaiso time, (8h. 19m. a.m. 
China Coast time) ; the length of the chord, 
here passing near the earth’s centre is: 
approximat-ly 7,900 miles, and the time 
would be within a few seconds of 33 
minutes, giving 646 p.m. as the 
approximate time of the actual shock. In 
south England the length of chord is 
approximately 6,450 miles and the time 
nearly 27 midutes, the Valparaiso time is 
given as 7,15 p.m. so the calculated time of 
commeucement would he 6.48 p.m. At 
Waxhington the chord is avproximately 
4,850 miles, and the time of passage of the 
Vibrations a little over 20 minutes.

year is, however, not so prolific in seismic 
disturbances as the first half; and more , 
especially is this the case when they have ' 
rather to be classed as reflected, the main | 
source of the earthquakes of the year having | 
unqneseoni aly to be placed in the Pacific 
girdle. Nearly one half of this girdle really | 
is submarine, and even here it includes | 
several well known groups of voleanic | 
islands. It is interesting notwithstanding | 
to trace its general course. Leaving the | 
South American coast somewhat alout the! 
mouth of the great La Plata, it passes close ! 
to South Georgia and the sandwich group : 
in the south Atlantic ; thence by Bouvet L. | 
it proceeds to Crozet, Kerguelen, and skirts | 
the Amsterdam group, 


all of which are 
known to be volcanic. The next land it 


meets is Cocos, and from that it proceeds 
to Sumatra, where in the midst of volcanoes 
it crosses.the Equator. Nove of these lands 
are inhabited, and are practically unexplor- 
ed. The seas are moreover since trade has 
made a highway of the Red Sea, seldom 
visited b7 ships; and the southern part of 
the Indian Ocean is of late years almost 
deserted; Recent surveys have shown that 
auch of the great circle line is marked by 
a series of shallow soundings, and that here 
as above water it marks a decided ridge. 
Unless an earthquake of sufficient intensity 
occur to be caught on the ver; distaut 
seismographic instruments already existing 
in these southera regions, it is very unlikely 
that any other notice will be had of earth- 
quakes or eruptions in these deserted 
regions; so that their not having been 
recorded is no cvidence of their non- 
recurrence. Even in so often traversed a 
sea as that between Hongkong and Cebu, a 
serious volcanic disturbance may take place 
without leaving its record at the neighboring 
observatories. In February last the 3.8. 
Lothian after her arrival at New York, 
reported that on her voyage she in this 
locality passed through filty miles of boiling 
water, and that during the strange pssage 
the ship shook from stem to stern, “as if 
she had un ugue’’, This, we may remark, 
was on this self-same Pacific Girdle. Not 
very long ago a similar experience was 
noticed in the neighbourhood of the 
Aleutians in the extreme northerly extension 
of the great circle. 


Returning to Porfessor Milne’s chart in the

The PRESIDENT minuted that the practice 
was both disgusting, dangerous as tending to 
produce typhoid, cholera, and worms, and, 
according to the scavenging and conserving 
bre-laws illegal. The gardeners might be 
allowed to use stable, cattle and pig manure, 
though even that was illegal, and the bye-law 
would hve to be amended to meet that. necessity. 

The PREaIDENT—I have been directed to 
bring this matter before the Board. The 

advisability of using human excreta as manure 
; ig a moot point even among professional men.

The method in England of getting rid: of 
the excreta is not dangerous to the public 
health because it is laid down in trenches 
and does not come in contact with 
the leaves, but with the roots of vegetables, 
The stuff is kept in sinks for sometime which 
admits of its practically becoming innocuous 
from Typhoid fever and Cholera. The proposal 
before the Board is to enforce the bye-laws as 
they already stand, or to allow the use of 
human excreta. To allow the bye-laws to exist 
as they already stand ix to practically wink at 
its use. 

Mr. HUMPHREYS contended that the use of 
it should be allowed as the great quantity of 
vegetables which were shipped here from 
Canton and Macao were reared under similar 
conditions. 

Hon. Mr. HEWETT spoke in strong condem- 
uation of allowing this method of raising 
vegetab'es to exist in the Colony. 

Otber members apheld or condemned the 
system of vegetable growing, and eventually 
consideration of the matter was deferred for a 
, fortuight. 


SCAVENGING AND CONSERVANCY 
CONTRACTOR'S PETITION. 


The scavenging and conservancy contractor 
| for Tsimchatsoi, Yaumati, Hanghom, Taikok- 
taui and other places at Kowloon petitioned the 
‘ Board to grant him some compensation for 
losses sustained in the recent typhoon. The 
patition set forth that he had lost altogether 20

‘Bis Lordehip—Before the case is called on I 
should like to call the attention of the geutle- 
men who represent the Press, to the fact that 
a new ordinance has just come into force 
with regard to the law of giving evidence. It 
is most important that prisoners—UChinese 
prisoners especially—should be made. aware of 
the terms of that Ordinance, and [ am hoping 
that the Chinese newspapers will take the 
trouble to parapbrase and giva in condensed 
form the terms of that ordinance. It is much 
too complicated, and involves certain liabilities 
which muke it quite impossible for the Court 
to inform the prisoner straight «ff of the change 
ari It is at the same time most importunt 
that all prisoners should know that they can 
give evidence in the witness bex subject to the 
Crown cross-examining them, andI hope the 
magistrates will tate such steps as may lead to 
prisoners being informed of this new law. 

LARCENY AND FORGERY. 

Tsang Fans was indicted on charges of steal- 
ing registered letters and forging post office 
reoripte. 

The Attorney-General, instructed by Mr 
G. E. Morrell (of the Crown !Solicitor’s office) 
prosecuted, and prisoner, who was undefended. 
pleaded not guilty. 

The Jurors empanelled were :—Messra 
C. BSchullenbach (foreman), O. R. Chunynt, 
W. Ironside, P. K. Knyvott, F. Heese, L. G. 
Bird and J. Pearson. 

The Attorney-General informed His Lord- 
ship and the jury that the prisoner was charged 
with stesling certain registered let‘ers, and 
with forging the chop which he used in giving 
the receipts to the Post Office for such letters 
Prisoner was employed in a shop called the 
Kwong Nam Pvcon, and in July or August 
four registered letters arrived at that firm. 
As the pereon to whom they were addressed 
could not be found, the le‘ters were forwarded 
to the post restante. On September 19th 
prisoner went fo the post restante and applied 
for these four letters. He was told that he 
must get someone to say he was the 
person he represented himself to be. He 
went away and returned to the Post 
\ fice on the following day with a man 
who represented himself to be a master 
tailor. Prisoner then chopped the receipt for 
the letters, and it was subsequently discovered, 
when the real owner called for the letters. that 
the chop was forged. Prisoner, who was found 
later ata shop in Queen's Rosd, Central, with 
the letters in his possession, was arrested, taken 
to the Police Station and formally charged. 
Before the Magistrate he admitted the charge 
but tried to excuse himself by putting the 
blame on some ne else, 

After hearing the evidence the jury found 
the prisoner guilty on both counts, and his 
Lordship sentenced him to five years’ imprison- 
ment on each count, the sentences to be con- 
current. 

When the verdict bad been given prisoner 
told his Lordship not tu be so hasty as he bad 
something to say. The Chief Justice would 
not hear him, and ordered him to be removed. 
Tsang, however, refused {0 leave the dock. He 
had to be pulled ont, and was dragged.

The 
pritoner managed to op-n the front door of the 
house and Jet three other men in. ‘The band 
lighted torches, terrurised the inmates and went 
thorough'y through the whole house, removing 
nearly $40) worth of money. property, jewellery, 
clothing and even food. - Ou the afternoon of 
the same day the second defendant was arrested, 
and from informiticn be supplied No. I was 
arrested. He had some property on him which 
the inmates of the house declared was theirs, 
and if the jury belisved that, they would come 
to the conclusion that he had on bim soma of 
the stoen property. Prisoners in their 
statements practically admitted the charges 
against them, and it was for the jury, 
after hearing the evidence, to come to 
the conclosion whether they ware guilty or not. 

At the conclusion of the evideuce prisoners 
made their statements. The first said —“ I only 
gota p rsa and two notes. That is all I have to 
say.’ Tho second said— I was engaged as a 
coolie to go and carry things. Whilst carrying 
thiogs I was arrested and accused. ° 

The jory fouod the prisoners guilty, and his 
Lordship sentenced each of them to seven years’ 
imprisonment with hard labour. 
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TROUBLESOME INDIAN SOLDIERS. 


The native soldiers stationed in Kowloon are 
not doing their best to rehabilitate themselves \ 
in the good opinion of the public. Following | 
the charges of misconduct brought against them 
some litt a time past, when they wer: a'laged 
to be guil'y of maltreating Chinese. two of 
them are now said to have assaulted a Europsau 
living vear Austin Rod early on Octob2r 
14th. The gentleman, who is very well known, 
was disturbed by hearing sounds at the rear of 
his honse. Suspecting marauders, he went out 
and found two Indian soldiers cn his premises’ 
He ordered them away aud when thev refused 
he went to turn them out. Then they u ed the 
rifles which they were carrying. One of them 
attempted to strike him over the head but be 
guarded with his arm, which was badly burt in 
consequence. What is being done in the matter 
is not known yet but it is not unlikely that the 
jucident will be brought under the notice of the 
Governor.

i THE “ HANKOW" DISASTER, 


; _ Little remains to add to our story of the 
\ dreadful cat strophe which took place in the 
. erly hours of Sunday when so many helpless 
_ People peri-hed in the disaster which overtook 
the old but still popular Hankow. Dreadfal as 
the results were. it is terrible to contemplate 
what would have happened had the cables which © 
held the vessel melted under the flerce hest of 
the flamers and the barning ship been carried 
. by the westerly breeze among the shipping in 
the harbour, With the fire float damaged. 
by the typtoon. there would have bsen nothing 
‘available with which fo follow her. That 
this danger was a resl one was early 
. brought to the notice of the band of workers 
‘engaged in fizhting the flames, and Chief 
‘ Tospector Baker very wisely directed one or 
two of the less powerful hose on the cables, and 
_ prevented them from melting. What the heat , 
‘ was li-e may be gauged from the fact that even 
- the nezzles of the hosa were too warm to be 
_ held in the hand. [t was also fortunate that 
-tha wind changed at the time it did, aa it 
enabled the firemen to cope more effectively 
‘with the fire. Great commendation is due to 
‘the engine drivers, Sergeants MacDonald and 
‘Lee, both men keeping their engines 
going at fnil pressure from abont three 
i o'clock tillafter nine. When one engine broke 
‘down Mr. Lane, assistant engineer, sp-edily set 
| it goiog again. 
One Indian constable ha: the cradit of saving 
‘no fewer than teu lives, while Mr. J. 8. Alves 
‘ pluckily d.ved from the wharf and rescued 
| several people from drowning, 
Other bodies have been recovered, bringing 
i the total up to 96, though it is certain that 
many more met their death during that awful 
| stampede, 
| The two junks burned, one of which wa pre- 
' viensly meutioned, took fire while engaged in 
‘the work of rescue. When they saw the flames 
‘leaping above the deck of the» Hankow, the 
: masters of these two boats hastened to the 
j assixtance of their compatriots. One jank, 
j after landing 100 passengers on the Praya, 
put back to the barning vessal for a 
second loal, but when about 3! more had 
boarded her she lit “up, and all had to 
| jump overboard. The second junk rescued 
seven in her first trip but shared the same fata 
as the firat when she put off the second time, 
| and again the terror-s'ricken pissengers had to 


| go over the side.

Messrs. Nuel, Murray & Co.'s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai 
11th October, 1906, states :—--No exeuse of holidayve

This has 
brought disaster to numberless small traders, who 
were able to obtain credit from the Banks while 
everything was working smoothly, but who had 
nothing to fall back on when those facilities were 
curtailed. Credit generally has become greatly 
impaired and trade has to be carried on more or 
Jess on a cash basis. Merchants cannot afford to 
anticipate a demand, or buy more than the exact 
quantity required at the mo.nent, as returns have 
to be waited for before fresh purchases can be 
made. As regards Manchuria there is not much 
to be said as yet.
